Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Report  for  the  year  1895,  I  shall 
have  occasion  to  direct  your  attention  to  the  unusual  prevalence  of 
Diphtheria  causing  much  fatality. 

1  he  occurrence  of  this  disease  has  been  conspicuous  in  many 
parts  of  the  country,  and  in  London  it  has  been  widespread,  and 
of  a  peculiarly  virulent  type,  without  any  appreciable  cause. 

Indeed  its  origin  has  baffled  all  enquirers,  for  the  disease  has 
been  met  with  where  insanitary  conditions  prevailed,  and  at  other 
times,  no  fault  could  be  found  with  any  of  the  surroundings.  I 
shall  have  occasion  to  advert  more  particularly  to  this  subject,  in 
my  remarks,  under  the  head  of  zymotic  diseases.  The  high  death- 
rate  15-5  per  1000,  is  in  some  measure  to  be  attributed  to  the 
increase  of  Diphtheria,  and  also  to  the  large  number  of  casualties 
from  shipwreck,  (6)  having  occurred  during  the  storms  on  this 
coast  in  the  month  of  January,  at  Tetney. 
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On  the  whole  the  district  has  contributed  a  larger  number  of 
deaths  than  usual,  no  less  than  43  were  registered  in  the  month  of 
October,  not  due  to  any  specific  diseases. 

The  seasons  -were  marked  by  unusual  features,  heavy 
storms  and  gales  occurred  in  November,  and  subsequently  the 
winter  was  remarkable  for  the  comparative  absence  of  frost  and 
snow.  The  rainfall  has  been  below  the  average,  caus’ng  the 
springs  to  get  abnormally  low,  and  in  the  parish  of  SaltHeet,  the 
want  of  water  has  been  seriously  felt.  There  is  only  one  public 
pump  in  the  Parish,  and  application  has  been  made  by  the  Parish 
Council  to  have  a  new  well  sunk  in  some  central  position,  chosen 
by  your  Committee  for  public  purposes.  This  has  been  shown  to 
be  necessary  on  account  of  the  failure  of  many  of  the  springs  in 
the  parish,  notably  that  of  the  parish  pump,  which  is  most  incon¬ 
veniently  situated  on  a  declivity,  moreover  it  is  only  a  surface 
spring,  and  the  flow  of  water  has  been  materially  affected  by  a 
deep  cutting  near  the  sea-bank.  What  is  now  required  is  a  good 
well  in  a  central  position  near  the  drainage  system,  allowing  of 
flushing  when  required,  besides  furnishing  a  drinking  water  supply; 
provided  that  the  boring  is  carried  down  to  the  chalk  rock,  under 
proper  safeguards  against  pollution. 

With  respect  to  the  loss  of  life  through  shipwrecks,  I  may 
observe  that  the  fearful  storms  experienced  in  January  and  Nov¬ 
ember  resulted  in  the  deaths  by  drowning  of  no  less  than  6  sailors, 
as  I  have  already  stated  ;  whose  bodies  were  found  on  the  sea-beach 
at  Tetney  and  North  Cotes,  and  there  was  no  clue  to  their 
identification,  2  other  cases  of  accidental  drowning  occurred  at 
Saltfleet  about  the  same  time,  these  casualties  show  that  the  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths  was  considerably  augmented  from  this  cause,  over 
which  your  authority  have  no  control.  Rarely  has  it  been  known 
that  so  much  loss  of  life  and  damage  to  shipping  has  occurred  in 
one  season  before. 

The  educational  code  has  become  more  rigid  in  its  require- 


ments,  involving  in  some  instances  much  exposure  for  the  children 
living  in  sparsely  populated  districts,  much  of  the  pulmonary 
disease  amongst  the  young  is  due  to  this  cause.  Whooping-cough 
has  been  very  prevalent  in  the  parishes  of  Legbourne,  Burwell, 
and  the  Cockeringtons,  involving  the  schools  being  closed  in  some 
instances,  but  acting  under  the  instructions  of  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board,  I  have  generally  excluded  the  children  affected  with 
infectious  diseases  from  attending  school  by  which  the  curriculum 
of  study  has  not  been  interfered  with. 

The  systematic  inspection  of  the  District  has  enabled  me  to 
be  conversant  with  its  sanitary  condition,  and  while  remarking 
generally  that  much  improvement  has  taken  place  in  regard  to  the 
water  supply,  nuisance  removal,  and  other  matters  connected  with 
the  Public  Health,  I  may  be  allowed  to  observe  that  there  is  a 
decided  improvement  under  all  these  headings,  with  the  exception 
of  the  manner  of  removal  of  refuse  and  nuisances.  Mablethorpe 
has  been  very  deficient  in  regard  to  this  matter,  especially  during 
the  summer,  when  the  number  of  visitors  demanded  extra  vigilance. 

There  has  been  no  regular  system  of  scavenging  in  this  sea¬ 
side  resort,  and  the  householders  have  to  rely  upon  some  arrange¬ 
ment  with  the  neighbouring  farmers  for  the  removal  of  their 
refuse,  consequently  I  have  had  frequently  to  complain  of  the  loose 
and  imperfect  manner  in  which  this  arrangement  was  carried  out, 
some  organised  plan  is  imperatively  called  for,  if  this  health  resort 
is  to  maintain  the  high  character  which  it  has  acquired  for  many 
years,  and  I  hope  that  some  energetic  measures  will  be  adopted  to 
improve  this  condition  of  affairs,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the 
fish  and  fruit  refuse  is  considerable  during  the  season,  there  should 
be  no  complaints  on  this  score,  providing  that  adequate  arrange¬ 
ments  for  refuse  removal  could  be  enforced. 

Beyond  these  general  remarks,  I  have  no  reason  to  animadvert 
upon  any  short-comings  in  regard  to  the  accommodation  in  schools, 
or  the  water  supply.  As  regards  the  schools  generally,  sufficient 
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care  has  been  taken  by  the  managers  and  inspectors  that  the  cubic 
space,  and  sanitary  conditions  have  been  carefully  attended  to.  I 
shall  have  occas  on  hereafter  to  speak  of  the  water  supply,  and  it 
will  be  seen  that  much  progress  has  been  made  in  the  attempt  to 
secure  an  adequate  supply  of  good  drinking  water  for  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  district. 

Much  has  been  done  by  the  County  Council  to  improve  the 
state  of  the  roads,  and  Lectures  have  been  given  in  many  villages, 
instructing  the  labouring  class  to  utilise  the  resources  of  their 
dairy-farming,  etc.  This  has  tended  very  much  to  advance  thrift 
amongst  the  working  class,  and  will  eventually  result  in  much  good 
to  the  community  at  large.  Nursing  has  not  been  lost  sight  of, 
but  the  arrangements  in  connection  with  it  are  costly,  and  before 
any  advance  can  be  made  in  this  direction,  we  must  be  content  to 
wait  for  more  prosperous  times. 

Having  touched  upon  the  more  prominent  subjects  in  connect¬ 
ion  with  my  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  I  shall  bring  these 
remarks  to  a  close,  and  devote  my  attention  to  the  consideration  of 
the  topics  which  require  separate  notice,  and  in  the  first  place  I 
shall  commence  with 

VITAL  STATISTICS — There  have  been  533  Births  during  the 
year,  271  males  and  262  females,  being  in  the  ratio  of  25  per  1000. 
In  1894  the  Birth  rate  was  20.1  per  1000,  and  the  rate  for  deaths  was 
11 -2  per  1000,  while  in  1895  the  death  rate  was  15-5  and  deducting 
19  violent  deaths  the  rate  would  be  14-5  per  1000,  the  highest  on 
record  in  this  district. 

The  deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease  were  20  in  number,  being 
in  the  ratio  of  -9  per  1000  for  the  year  1895.  There  were  only  2 
deaths  from  Cancer,  in  1894  there  were  8  under  this  head.  There 
was  a  great  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  Diphtheria,  but 
under  the  other  heads,  a  general  diminution  is  apparent.  The 
deaths  of  infants  of  1  year  of  age  and  under  5,  were  77  in  the 
ratio  of  3-6  per  1000.  In  the  year  1894  there  were  54  deaths  in

this  category,  in  the  ratio  of  2.5  per  1000,  in  1895  there  were  17 
deaths  of  children  over  1  year  and  under  5  in  the  ratio  of  -8  per 
1000. 


The  inquests  during  the  year  were  23,  of  which  16  were  males 
and  7  females.  There  were  40  deaths  from  Lung  Diseases, 
including  17  from  Phthisis,  and  7  from  Influenza.  The  latter 
disease  has  not  been  so  prevalent  during  the  past  year  and  the 
cases  have  presented  milder  symptoms,  though  it  would  appear 
that  previous  attacks  confer  no  immunity,  and  all  are  equally  liable 
to  its  insidious  approaches.  Of  its  infectious  character  there  can 
be  no  doubt,  but  it  seems  by  the  decline  of  its  virulence,  that  the 
poison  is  wearing  itself  out. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  119  in  number,

Insanitary  conditions  are  always  considered  amongst  the 
primary  causes  of  Typhoid  Fever,  and  these  existed  in  the 
village  of  Mablethorpe,  where  the  disease  showed  itself  to  a 
greater  extent,  than  in  any  other  locality.  These  defects  were 
fully  pointed  out  and  soon  remedied,  but  they  were  causes  of 
complaint,  and  as  your  Committee  have  given  imperative  orders  to 
have  these  matters  closely  looked  into,  it  is  hoped  that  greater 
attention  will  be  paid  in  future  to  such  questions.  At  the  date  of 
this  Report  an  improvement  has  bee'll  manifested. 

The  notifications  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  19  in  number,  and  1 
death  occurred  at  Mablethorpe  due  to  polluted  water  and  other 
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causes,  but  3  other  cases  were  under  treatment  during  the  Autumn, 
one  was  due  to  the  drinking  water  being  polluted  by  a  foul  drain. 
In  respect  to  the  other  two  cases,  both  were  attributable  to 
insanitary  conditions  arising  from  neglect  of  nuisance  removal. 

Scarlatina  usually  so  prevalent  in  families,  and  attended  with 
much  fatality,  was  rarely  met  with  last  year,  and  whenever  Sporadic 
cases  came  under  observation,  prompt  measures  were  taken. 

There  were  only  2  fatal  cases,  one  occurred  at  S.  Willingham, 
the  subject  of  it  being  a  child  aged  8.  It  was  not  clear  how  the 
disease  was  introduced  into  this  family. 

The  other  fatal  case  occurred  at  Marshchapel,  and  the  infection 
was  brought  from  Lancashire,  it  was  of  a  very  severe  form,  the 
patient  aged  7,  died  after  the  3rd  day.  There  were  44  notifica¬ 
tions  of  this  disease  during  the  year. 

DIARRHOEA — There  were  8  deaths  from  under  this  head, 
principally  amongst  children,  with  the  exception  of  a  woman  aged 
49  whose  death  was  reported  from  Choleraic  Diarrhoea  in  the  month 
of  May  at  Withcall,  and  a  man  aged  52  died  at  North  Cotes  of 
“Cholera  Nostras.”  The  infantile  cases  were  generally  complicated 
with  teething.  There  were  no  notifications  under  this  head. 

ERYSIPELAS — Of  the  16  notified  none  were  of  a  serious 
character,  generally  arising  from  trifling  wounds. 

DIPH  1 HERIA  has  been  particularly  fatal  during  the  past 
year,  and  its  occurrence  has  been  most  difficult  to  account  for. 

Sore  Throats  of  an  infectious  character  have  been  prevalent 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  without  developing  the  true 
character  of  Diphtheria,  but  they  pervaded  whole  families  and 
showed  a  greater  tendency  to  attack  young  persons.  Doubtless 
they  were  not  all  of  them  true  Diphtheria,  but  might  be  regarded 
as  Diphtheritic  Sore  Throats.  Curiously  enough  the  disease  was 
met  with  most  frequently  on  the  Wolds  to  the  North  of  Louth, 
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embracing  tlie  villages  of  Utterby  and  North  Ormsby.  There  the 
water  supply  was  good  and  the  sanitary  conditions  excellent, 
doubtless  some  of  these  originated  through  intercourse  with  each 
other,  and  at  North  Ormsby  no  less  than  3  families  adiacent  to  each 
other  were  attacked  but  at  irregular  intervals. 

In  May  and  June  2  children  died  from  this  disease  at  Utterby 
in  the  same  family. 

In  the  month  of  September,  Diphtheria  was  prevalent  at 
Withern,  resulting  in  2  deaths. 

A  child  also  died  from  it  at  Raithby  in  October. 

The  antitoxin  treatment  has  not  been  adopted  in  any  of  these 
cases,  mainly  I  believe  from  the  difficulty  attending  it  in  the 
country.  It  was  however  tried  in  a  neighbouring  District,  but  the 
child  succumbed.  The  reports  elsewhere  speak  of  the  remedy 
being  most  successful  reducing  the  average  mortality  of  25  per 
cent,  to  9. 

There  were  38  notifications  under  this  head  and  6  deaths. 

There  was  only  one  notification  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  it 
terminated  fatally  at  Withern.  Blood-poisoning  ensued  in  this  case 
after  child-birth,  and  it  was  not  associated  with  insanitary 
conditions. 

MODIFIED  SMALL- POX — The  patient  was  a  female  wffio 
came  to  Mablethorpe  after  visiting  her  friends  in  London,  the 
disease  was  clearly  imported.  It  was  a  mild  case  and  ample 
measures  against  the  spread  of  the  disease  were  taken.  She  was 
properly  isolated  and  had  the  services  of  a  trained  nurse. 

WATER  SUPPLY — The  condition  of  the  springs  in  this 
district  occasions  some  anxiety,  as  the  small  rain-fall  caused  them 
to  be  very  low.  At  Mablethorpe  the  water  for  drinking  purposes 
leaves  much  to  be  desired,  The  water  from  3  wells  has  been 
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condemned,  and  2  new  ones  have  been  sunk,  but  from  the  wells  in 
this  parish  being  so  near  the  sea-coast,  all  are  more  or  less  influenced 
by  the  tides,  (not  that  the  quality  of  the  water  is  injuriously  affect¬ 
ed  by  them)  but  in  some  mysterious  manner,  the  water  in  the 
pump  reservoirs  rises  at  high  tide  and  falls  again  at  low  water. 

Free  ammonia  is  conspicuous  in  most  samples  of  water  from 
this  place,  but  analysts  seem  of  opinion  that  it  is  due  to  vegetable 
origin,  probably  the  peaty  formation  underlying  the  clay.  At  any 
rate  the  water  of  this  seaside  resort  should  be  of  good  quality. 

The  question  arises  what  are  the  most  feasible  plans  for  im¬ 
proving  the  water  supply  of  Mablethorpe  ?  and  first  with  regard 
to  obtaining  it  from  Willoughby,  where  the  Great  Northern  Rail¬ 
way  possess  an  Artesian  Well  where  good  water  flows  at  the  rate 
of  4,619  gallons  per  hour  of  first-rate  quality,  but  it  would  be 
attended  with  the  expense  of  conducting  it  9  miles  to  Mablethorpe, 
which  is  an  insuperable  objection.  There  are  other  sources  of 
supply  in  the  neighbourhood,  as  for  example  the  hamlet  of  Staines 
where  the  ground  rises  above  the  level  of  the  marsh  land,  and 
distant  from  Mablethorpe  about  2  miles,  but  here  again  the  expense 
would  be  considerable.  Another  plan  has  been  suggested,  viz.  by 
tubing  the  wells  down  to  the  chalk  with  sanitary  pipes.  In  this 
way  pollution  is  avoided  by  permeation  from  the  different  strata. 

This  method  has  been  successfully  carried  out  at  the 
Convalescent  Home,  with  the  best  results. 

During  the  last  year  Diarrhoea  was  practically  unknown  in  this 
Institution,  where  as  previously  there  was  an  epidemic  of  this  com¬ 
plaint  very  perplexing  to  the  Committee  of  Management.  The  well 
had  been  it  was  thought  amply  protected  against  the  permeation  of 
impurities  being  tubed  for  some  distance  from  the  bore  pipe,  but 
now  by  carrying  these  pipes  to  the  surface,  the  success  is  complete. 

This  principle  might  be  carried  out  in  other  wells,  and  the 
expense  would  be  comparatively  trifling,  no  samples  of  water 
were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  past  year. 
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HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION— Under  this  head  great  im¬ 
provement  is  manifest,  several  buildings  have  been  ordered  to  be 
closed  as  unfit  for  habitation,  unless  structural  alterations  were 
carried  out,  and  in  most  instances  these  orders  were  complied  with. 

Mablethorpe  Convalescent  Home  is  the  only  Public  Institution 
in  the  District,  and  during  the  last  year  its  history  has  been  of  the 
most  gratifying  character.  The  Autumnal  Diarrhoea,  which  was  so 
troublesome  amongst  the  patients  in  former  years,  was  not  a  source 
of  any  complaint  last  year,  and  I  believe  this  to  have  been  mainly 
owing  to  the  improvement  in  the  water  supply,  which  I  have 
described  elsewhere.  An  alteration  was  made  in  the  apparatus  for 
raising  the  sea  water  for  baths.  It  can  now  be  obtained  at  all 
times,  where  as  formerly  the  pumping  could  only  be  carried  on  at 
high-water.  On  the  whole  the  sanitary  arrangements  are  admir¬ 
able  and  leave  nothing  to  be  desired.  The  cottage  adjacent  for 
infectious  cases  has  never  been  put  in  requisition  no  infectious 
disease  having  broken  out  in  the  Institution.  Only  i  death  occuned 
during  the  year,  the  subject  of  it  was  E.  Ellery,  aged  5°  vdio  died 
suddenly  of  Pulmonary  Hemorrhage.  She  had  been  admitted 
under  Phthisis. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  served  272  notices  for  the  removal 
of  nuisances  during  the  year  1895.

1  ditto  aged  8  died  at  S.  Willingham  of  Scarlatina. 


In  bringing  this  Report  to  a  conclusion  I  trust  that  the  Com¬ 
mittee  will  have  been  placed  in  possession  of  the  causes  which 
have  been  in  operation  during  the  past  year,  which  have  influenced 
the  comparatively  high  death  rate  for  1895,  due  mainly  to  season¬ 
able  peculiarities  beyond  our  control,  and  I  now  bring  my  remarks 
to  a  close,  with  an  acknowledgment  of  the  kind  support  I  have  ex¬ 
perienced  from  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Louth  Rural 
District  Committee.
